Since then, ASPIRA has grown tremendously from a 
small organization serving students from the Greater 
Newark area in 1985, to a statewide agency serving 
students from seventeen high schools throughout the 
Camden, Hudson, Essex, Passaic and Mercer counties in 
1990. Last year alone ASPIRA served 2,798 students. 
Now ASPIRA is undertaking its greatest challenge - a $1.5 
million capital campaign to purchase a building for its 
headguarters and classrooms.
